square at midnight and watched from 
dawn to see that no funny business 
was attempted by Cosby. 


Three hundred voters with banners 


marched to the green later in the day 
unrl defeated an attempt by Cosby to 
force n vote by choice. 


Story Is Suppressed 


With them, and among them, was 


one Peter Zenger, reporter. 
Zenger 


watched and noted the disqualifcation 
of ,')8 Quakers, "men of known and 
visible estates," because they refused 
to take oath. 


He watched all the efforts to rig 


the election by Tammany methods, 
and lie saw the triumph of Morris. 


Then he want back to New York 


and wrote his story for his paper, the 
Gazette. This paper, indebted to Cos- 
by and conservative in tone, refused 
to print it. 


Zenger went right ahead. Within 


a week he had enlisted support for a 
new paper, the New York Weekly 
Journal. And it printed Zenger's ac- 
count of the election. 


An admirably accurate and forceful 


account it was. too, making up in 
good reporting what, it lacked in spell- 
ing and typography. 


Zenger followed this up with a se- 


ries of rousing attacks on Governor 
Cosby's tyranny and inefficiency. 


Cleared of Libel 


In a short time Zenger found him- 


self in jail, on a warrant charging li- 
bel, and with excessive bail demand- 
ed, which he could not make. 


For nine months Zenger paced his 


cell, at 
times 
giving instructions 


through "the hole of the door" to his 
wife and servants for carrying on his 
paper, which was being printed by 
volunteers. 


When Siis time for trial finally came, 


there arose to defend Zenger the fam- 
ous lawyer. Andrew Hamilton (no re- 
lation lo Alexander!. In a brilliant 
speech. Hamilton won Zenger's ac- 
tiuittal on Ihe libel cahges. and the 
foundation-stone of freedom of ex-

WASHINGTON.— (/Pj —The Smith- 


sonian Institution Monday moved to 
close a long-standing breacfi with 
Orville Wright in an effort to bring 
back to the United States from Eng- 
land the world's most precious avia- 
tion relic—the original Wright air- 
plane. 


The controversy between Wright and 


the Smithsonian arose originally over 
a label written for the Langley air- 
dome of 1903 by the late George May- 
nard, former curator of technological 
collections of the Smithsonian. 
He 


characterized it as "the first machine 
capable of flight carrying a man." 


This was regarded by the Wrights 


as an international effort and present 
officials of the Smithsonian conceded 
the Maynard label was improper and 
had it removed several years ago. 


As a result of the controversy Or- 


ville Wright shipped the original air- 
plane to the Science Museum at South 
Kensington. England, where 
it 
has

The largest payroll since the civil 


works program got under 
wajr-ih 


Hempstead county three weeks ago 
was released here Saurday and Mon- 
day when $11,659.32 was turned loose 
to more than 800 workers, bringing 
the total up to $22,058.22. 
•This amount iiyj>|ritj--onty^ wages 
to laborers, office clerks 
and other 


hired workers. Expense for materials 
and other costs of getting the program 
under way would include many more 
thousands of dollars. 


The payroll this coming Saturday 


would be approximately $10,000, Joe 
Floyd, disbursing agent, estimated. 


Twenty-three CWA projects were in 


operation over the county last week. 
Total number of hours worked were 
32,241. Operation of several projects 
were slowed down Saturday and Mon- 
day due to weather conditions. 


Work was being resumed Tuesday 


on road improvements, and repairing 
on public buildings. The malaria con- 
trol projects was underway at Hope 
and Ozan with a. crew of approxi- 
mately 200 men employed.

and draining ditches constituted the

project.

77 Projects in County 


With 60,000 men actually at work on 


CWA projects and 4,000 others assigned 
to jobs, the huge undertaking inaug- 
urated by President Roosevelt to take 
able-bodied men off the relief rolls 
and give them a living wage, has been 
"put over" in Arkansas in the short 
time of one month, according to a 
mailed statement to The Star by W. 
R. Dyess. state director of the CWA 
and the ERC. 


December 15 was set as the "dead- 


line" by the Federal administration 
for reaching the quota of men assign- 
ed and on that date, Arkansas was 
right at the mark.

In 1V98 the alien and sedition acts 


were passed by the Federalist Party, 
which felt a rising tide of criticism 
and a warning power. They authoriz- 
ed the arrest and deportation, at the 
discretion of the president, and any 
alie n.even in time of peace, and the 
"arrest, trial, and punishment" of any- 
one who should "write, print ,utter, or 
publish' 'anything with intent to de- 
fame the president, or Congress, or to 
weaken their authority, or bring them 
into contempt. 


Woodrow Wilson wrote of this, 


"There was no telling where such ex- 
ercises of power would stop." For in- 
stance, if we had had such a law dur- 
ing the late 1920's, it is likely that any- 
one publishing anything against pro- 
hibition enforcement would have been 
put in jail. 


Gag Attempt Seals Doom 


But the forefathers protested. Pe- 


titions rolled in, and a loud cry spread 
over the land. This clamor for free- 
dom of expression was a big factor in 
beating the Federalists and wrecking 
their party so completely that it nev- 
er rose again. 


Madison was one of the principal 


fighters against these laws, saying, 
"To the press alone, checkered as it 
is with abuses, the world is indebted 
for the triumphs which have been 
;ained by reason and humanity over 
error and oppression." 


The first man to be jailed under 


the sedition act was Matthew Lyon, 
wiio attacked President 
Adams as 


grasping for power and adulatfcn, re- | 
ferred to "the bullying speech of the 
president," and wondered that Con- 
gress' answer "had not been to send 
Adams ot the madhouse." 


Lyon got four months in jail for 


that. Friends rose to his aid, especial- 
ly Anthony Haswell, editor of the 
VVermont Gazette, who blasted away

in tho words, "This hoary-headed in- 
cendiary bawls, then, 'To arms!' " 


Rule of Repression Ended 


Chase, who later was impeached, 


conducted the trial in so overbearing 
a manner that Callender did not have 
a chance, and got nine months in jail 
and a 5200 fine. And $200 was big 
money in those days. 


With the clowning of the Federalists, 


and the coming of the Jefferson ad- 
ministration, Jefferson pardoned prac- 
tically all those imprisoned under the 
sedition laws, and remitted with in- 
terest many of the fines paid, giving 
his opinion that the laws were uncon- 
stitutional. 


He added, "Our liberty depends on 


the freedom of the press and that can- 
not be limited without being lots."
